THE HORSE PASSING. 
After many misleading reports to 
the same effect, it begins to appear 
that the horse really is passing, “old 
Dobbins’ place 
being 
taken by the 
more efficieht, if less personal, motor 
truck. 
Statistics from 
the 
National 
Automobile Chamber 
oí 
Commerce 
are coming in on the subject and they 
are quite convincing. 
This organiza­ 
tion, the purpose of which is, frankly, 
promotion of motor truck sales, quotes 
the Bureau of Crop Estimates of the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture as saying “after an exhaustive 
series of experiments with horse and 
motor-drawn vehicles that the motor- 
drawn vehicle 
traveled 
25 per cent 
longer distances, made 183 per cent 
more round trips, carried 48 per cent 
more corn, 50 per cent more wheat 
and 83 per cent more 
cotton. 
This 
work was done at 45 per cent, 50 per 
cent and 37 per cent of the ton-mile 
cost of wagon-hauled corn, wheat and 
cotton respectively.” 
Again the same governmental bu­ 
reau is quoted as declaring that “to­ 
day the farmers in New Jersey, Long 
Island and the 
southern 
portion of 
New York, upon w hose shoulders rests 
the great responsibility of providing 
food for New York City, are in great­ 
er need of the motor truck than ever 
before. 
* 
* 
* 
The ordinary 
methods of marketing farm products 
do not take promptness into considera­ 
tion. 
This is a situation that must be 
overcome and the motor truck seems 
to be the most satisfactory means of 
bringing this about.” 
But why seek advice 
and opinion 
from afar? 
Right here “in our busy 
midst” evidences are reasonably abun­ 
dant that the gasoline vehicle is su­ 
perseding the 
horse and the mule. 
It would be interesting to cast up 
statistics showing the extent to which 
the horse and the mule have been sup­ 
planted in and near Sedalia. 
It is 
readily apparent that the community 
change has been 
very 
considerable 
and it is easy to believe that the horse 
has really passed his heyday as man’s 
burden-bearer. 
Stand on such a cor­ 
ner a.s Main and Ohio and remark the 
number of motor trucks and cars that 
are bound to and from the country sec­ 
tions. 
It is quite amazing to observe 
that the horse is in the minority. 
All 
.sorts and conditions of loads are be­ 
ing motor-borne. 
Imagine the result when streets and 
roads are smoother and faster. In an­ 
other five years Sedalia is sure to have 
fleets of large and powerful motor 
trucks and to be using the neighboring 
roads in the same way as good roads 
are being used near cities which are 
already blessed with 
the 
multiform 
advantages that accrue from construc­ 
tion of modern 
highways. 
And 
the 
passing of the horse as chiet burden- 
bearer is not an unmixed regret, for 
the person with humanitarian motives 
will see loss ot the wanton cruelty that 
has a l w a y s been practiced at the ex­ 
pense of the 
defenseless 
horse. 
A 
motor vehicle cannot be driven with a 
galled shoulder or on legs 
or 
hoofs 
quivering with pain at each step. That 
certainly is cause for gratitude. 


IMMORAL PLAYS. 
The New 
York 
authorities 
have 
taken action against a play, the name 
of which it is not necessary to men­ 
tion, which has 
been 
greeted w ith j 
crowded houses in that city. 
Chief 
Magistrate McAdoo in his decision has 
branded the 
play 
as “deliberately, j 
painstakingly, for the purpose of gain, I 
coarsely indecent, flagrantly and sug­ 
gestively immoral, impure in deed and 
in w ord,” and he has ordered the pro­ 
ducer held in $500 bail for trial on a 
charge of violating a section of the 
penal code. 
The offense carries with 
it a fine of $1,000, a year’s imprison­ 
ment, or both. 
Of course this is not the first time 
that action similar to this has been 
taken. 
Every now* and then in the 
past the same thing has happened, but 
these episodes have not prevented the 
writing and production of plays worse 
than 
the 
ones 
which 
were 
thus 
brought into court. 
There is no par­ 
ticular reason for believing that the 
blow delivered at this play will give a 
black eye to the writing and presenta­ 
tion of plays of 
this 
type 
or other 
types just as bad. 
And yet it would seem that we have 
aoout reached the point where some­ 
thing must happen in regard to this 
matter of immoral plays. Whether it 
is going to happen as a result of the 
intervention of law' is a question. Law 
has not achieved much in this respect 
so far. 
It has 
made 
imperious ges­ 
tures now and then, but in spite of it 
we have gone on and on and on until 
now we have almost reached the ulti­ 
mate point beyond which we cannot 
go because there is nowhere else to 
go. 
There are some w ho believe that the 
thing carries its own cure. They think 
that when vice has been exploited to 
the fullest extent, it will lose its at­ 
tractiveness and people will tire of it. 
But new' generations 
are 
constantly 
coming on to which these things will 
still be new\ and this fact seems an 
obstacle in the way of the theory that 
there will be an automatic cure. 
And yet all history seems to prove 
that there will come soon a backward 
sw ing of the pendulum. 
It has always 
swung back again after swinging far 
in the direction in 
which 
it is now 
swinging, and it has seldom, it ever, 
swung farther in that direction than 
the point which it has now' reached. 
What is the force of agency that will 
check it and send it back? 
A great 
spiritual revival? 
But is there really 
tangible and definite evidence that a 
great spiritual revival is about to be­ 
gin?
